Sheriff Dickman reported to Circuit At- 
torney Folk Friday morning that all bit

Circuit Attorney Folk instituted an in- 
vestigation which has been productive of 
the results reported to him by Sheriff Dick- 
mann, who pleaded in explanation that his

POOLROOM RUNS 
UPON THE WATER 


Flourishing Gaming House 
on a Great Barge. 


IT IS OPPOSITE THE BARRACKS 


STEAMER MAKES DAILY TRIPS 
FOR PATRONS’ BENEFIT. 


Large Crowds Are in Attendance and 
It Is Said That the Managers Will 
Soon Open a Monte Carlo. 


On a whrafboat still bearing the jnitia! 
letters indicating that it was once the 
property of the Mississippi! Valley Trans- 
portation Co. and moored 15 feet from the 
Illinois shore, opposite Jefferson Barracks, 
a poolroom, the conductors of which were 
recently connected with the now closed 
places on the East Side, has been operating 
for three days. 

No gangway connects it with the Illinois 
shore, and it is said that a projection of 
the line, dividing St. Clair and Washington 
counties, would divide the barge in half. 

Here, daily, several hundreds of followers 
of the gambling feature of racing adjourn, 
and from 2 to 6 o’clock betting on the races 
at the various tracks throughout the coun- 
try is in order, without apprehension of in- 
terference, ' 

The project is yet in its incipiency, the 


crudeness of the present arrangements tes- 
tify. Only the blackboard, the betting 
booths and a makeshift lunchroom afford 
accommodation for the ‘‘sports’’ at present, 
and the wharfboat within is barren and 
barn-like. It igs given out, however, that by 
summer time the accommodations will have 
become palatial, and that various resorts 
are to be built along the banks, which wiil 
afford the speculatively inclined a chance 
to venture their money at any sort of game 
they may desire. 

To reach this haven for bettors and to be 
admitted to its privileges, no signs, pass- 
words or introductions are necessary, If 
vou would satisfy yourself on the point, it 
s only necessary to proceed to the foot of 
Pine street, board a steamer named the 
Jacob Richtman, and the trick is done. In 
40 minutes you will have arrived at the 
wharfboat and been made:-acquainted with 
the conditions. 

No gambling devices are set up on the 
boat, nor is there a bar. The boat ts a 
mere means of conveyance and not part of 
the gencral gambling scheme. .A loquacious 
follower of the game remarked that the 
boat had so far been a greater source of 
profit than the book. 

The tfip down the river occupies from 
50 to 409 minutes. At the expiration of that 
nterval it arrives off that dreary. waste 
of lonesome HLlinois shoes directly op- 
posite the Barracks.

The Jacob Richtman pulls <P 
the barge and the passengers, already tired 
of the monotonous ride, hurry eagerly down 
the gangway which has been constructed 
eapeeny for the convenience of the sports. 

bout 1:15 o'clock every afternoon. the 
boat leaves its moorings on the levee. The 
motley assembly of high-fiying sports, 
broken-down gamblers, bookmakers and a 
small sprinkling of the curious may at that 
hour be seen mounting the gangplank lead- 
ing to the boat. 

sefore the passengers are allowed to board 
each pays his fee of 25 cents, which entitles 
him to a passage down and back. A heavily 
built man, with an aspect very much sug- 
gestive of his being a mate, and who fs 
address as ‘‘captain”’ by his familiars, takes 
the money and invites ‘‘gents’’ to take 
seats upstairs. What others are to do he 
does not specify. . 

The passengers mount to the salon, where 
they are regaled with strains from a pho- 
nograph. 

The assembly usually numbers. 250 per- 
sons, and every clement interested {in g&am- 
bling, from the lowest to the best of the 
middie class, is represented. 

Managers of poolrooms, bookmakers. 
sheet writers, gamblers, touts and men 
whose passion Tor the game has brought 
them to the verge of desyeration, are there. 
They go there with_bank rolls, indifferent 
to losses, and they go there to take a last 
desperate chance with a dollar. kissed be- 
fore it is pafted with. They go home, some 
laughing and chatting gavly. but still oth- 
ers looking medftatively at the swirl of the 
muddy waters at the bow, with none to 
ask or care what their thoughts are. 

The first view of the interior is anything 
but prepossessing. It is exactly like that 
of any other wharfboat, containing only the 
barenecessities of the business. The booths 
and lunchstand are unpainted and the 
whole appearance of the place is unpre- 
possessing in the extreme. At the southern 
extremity of the boat a bar is in progress 
of construction and work is being hurried 
on it, for, be it known, the thirst of gam- 
bling is not the on!y one that needs quench- 
oe See which can be turned to pecuniary 
profit. , 

In front of the blackboard 150 chairs are 
ranged in rows of 10 each, where the spec- 
ulative can figure out ‘‘form”’ at their 
leisure. The place has the usual activity 
of the poolreom. Before the blackboard, 
on which are recorded the entries at Mem-

Betting has been light, In most cases, the 
majority of the crowds being of the dollar 
bet order. No bets under fi are received 
and it is not infrequent that two men ‘go 
halvers"’ and put up 50 cents aplece. 

The elegantly attired men who may be 
noticed on the downward trip of the beat 
take charge of affairs on arrival at the 
barge. Some of them go into the book- 
makers’ stands, some into the cashier's box

It is the “Riverside Ex- 
change’ now, but it will assume a more 
pretentious title later. 

Accommodations for visitors will be im- 
proved then and more boats run, At pres- 
ent but one trip is made to the levee each 
afternoon, but if the bettor is “broke” or 
tired he will be landed at Carondelet, and 
may take the street car home.

The Cronin caucus was attended by John 
R. Fontana of the Twenty-second Ward 
and T. J. Buckley of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward, who, it is given out in Democratic 
circles, will be given certificates of elec- 
tion, although the police returns indicated 
that each was defeated by a small plu- 
rality. The Republican members who at- 
tended the caucus are said to have been 
Messrs. Troll, Peffle, Koelin and Zachritz. 
The Rublic Ownership man, it is said, was 
Otto Karbe of the Tenth Ward. J. : 
Klute of the Eighteenth, who was at* first 
supposed to have been there, stated to the 
Post-Dispatch Friday that he was not.

Was He Kidnaped or Did He 
Run Away? 


THEORIES IN M’CORMICK CASE 


CHIEF OF NEW YORK DETECTIVES 
SAYS HE WAS NOT STOLEN. 


Claims That the Lad Was Bad, and 
That He Has Been Seen Since ce 
Left Home, Six Days Ago. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 5.—Willle McCormick 
has now been missing from his home in 
Ogden avenue, Highbridge, for six days. 
Police, detectives, his family and 50 school- 
boys have searched the city for him. Nota 
trace has been found. 

The police accept the story that he has 
been kidnapperd. ‘“‘One thousand dollars 
reward and no questions asked,’’ is the offer 
of Oscar Wallgardt, a wealthy cloak manu- 
facturer, for the boy’s safe return. 

Mr. Willgardt is a neighbor of the Mc- 
Cormicks and his boy, Oscar, and little 
Willie McCormick were playmates. 

The threatening letters of the kidnapers 
demanding $200 for the boy under threats 
to burn out his eyes and murder him, in- 
duced Mr. Willgardt to offer the reward. 

Mr. McCormick ‘nas accepted the offer 
with tears of gratitude. He says he could 
not even raise $200 ransom. 

Chief of Detectives Titus, though his men 
have been on the case for four days with- 
out finding the bey or a definite clew to 
his whereabouts, is firm in his conviction 
that the boy has .run away. Capt. James 
Gannon of the Highbridge Station, on the 
other hand, believes that the boy was kid- 
naped., 

Capt. Titus bases his theory on the re- 
port of Detective T. J. O’Connell, who con- 
versed with a conductor of Bay Ridge car 
running from Thirty-ninth. street ferry, 
Brooklyn, to Coney Island. The conductor 
said that on Thursday morning a lad an- 
swering Willie McCormick’s description 
rode on his car to Sheepshead Bay. 

He was an unsually bright lad and told 
the conductor he had run away from his 
home, at 133d street and Wighth avenue, 
where his father kept a florist store, to go 
to the Buffalo Bill show at Ambrose Park. 
He had spent Wednesday at the Wild West 
camp and was going down “to see the 
horses.”’ 

The conductor identified the boy from the 
newspaper pictures of Willie McCormick. 

To support the theory that the boy would 
run away from home, Capt. Titus quotes 
the statement of Father Mullen of the Sa- 
cred Hieart Church, which the lad attended, 
that Willie was a bad boy. The captain 
adds that his men learned from Wiilie’s 
companions.that hé was frequently on the 
streets until 10 o’clock at night, and could 
whip any boy of his size in High Bridge.

Mr. Howe stated to the Post-Dispatch 
that William Knocke, mf of the Requbli- 
can judges in the Twelfth precinct, and 
Perry McCarthy, Democratic clerk in the 
same precinct, testified before the election 
commissioners that the tally sheet showing 
the returns for the Hous of Diegates had 
been changed since leaving their hands. The 
alteration which is charged is the changing 
a igure 2 to 3, making Buckley's 229 votes 
appear as 23). 

In the Second precinct the Republicans 
claim that a figure 5 was changed to an 5, 
making 198 votes for Buckley instead of 
195. The Second precinct was taken tp by 
the election commissioners after the

All witnesses were carefully questioned 
as to the disposition made of the ballot 
boxes when they were brought to the office 
of the board, with a view to locating the re- 
sponsibility for the alleged changes.

CASSIUS M. CLAY

VALLEYVIEW, Ky., April 5.—Deputy 
Sheriff Dick Collier, from Richmond, ac- 
companied by two other deputies, went to 
the home of Gen. Cassius M. Clay this 
morning to serve upon him writ of delivery 
sent out by Mary B. Clay for furniture be- 
longing to her now in the famous Whitehall 
mansion. Gen. Clay refused to let the depu- 
ties enter his house, and a battle between 
Clay and the deputies ensued, in which 165 
shots were fired. It is not known whether 
anyone in the Clay mansion was hurt, as 
neighbors fear to enter the premises. 

None of the shots fired at the deputy 
sheriffs took effect. 

Gen. Clay's troubles with the child-wife, 
whom he married Dec. 13, 1894, whem she was 
but 14 vears old, have been told and retold. 
Dora Richardson was from one of the 
mountain families in the vicinity of the gen- 
eral’s home. Gen. Clay became infatuated 
with her simple beauty and country-bred 
ways and married her. The life as mis- 
tress did not suit the child-wife, who was 
but a wild mountain rose, not susceptible 
of such cultivation as Gen. Clay contem- 
plated. She left him and returned to her 
people and their cabins in November, 1897. 
The scparation led to endless trouble be- 
tween the general and her people and his 
own. For days he intrenched himself with 
a few retainers in Whitehall castle and 
forbade entrance to any person at the 
muzzle of his rifle. 

Gen. Clay is now nearly 91 years of age. 
His career has been remarkable in that he 
has fought a score of duels, his first being

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when he was 23 years old.

One of these was marri a fow 
years ago to Richard Son, the son of a 
wealthy cattle grower of southern W yom- 
ing. Baker and his wife, becoming o!d and 
no longer being able to work on the ranch, 
went to live with their children.

The 
Republican disaffection, while in part caused by hostility to 

‘the transit company and sentiment in favor of municipal 

‘ownership, which was fostered largely by street railway 
monopoly, in large measure represented the disgust and re- 
gentment of the people over the wretched misgovernment of 
the Ziegenhein machine. Many Republicans voted for Wells 
and Meriwether solely because they feared the continuance 
of the domination of the City Hall gang and wanted to rebuke 

their party machine. 

. Four years ago Mr. Ziegenhein received 48,751 votes, out of a 
total of 91,482. He was elected by a plurality of over 24,000. 
He had a clear majority of about 6000. 

The fall of the Republican party from a majority to 40,000 
less than the combined opposition vote is the result of mis- 
government. The people were determined to get rid of Ziegen- 
heinism. They were afraid even of the possibility of a continu- 
ance of the mismanagement and corruption that tainted the 
municipal government. 

There is a lesson in this sweeping rebuke of the Republican 
machine, for the Democrats. Whether they shall win or lose 
St. Louis depends wholly upon the character of the govern- 
ment for the next four years. If Mr. Wells and his associates 
shall live up to the party’s pledges and give St. Louis an hon- 
est and efficient government, the future of the local Demo- 
cratic organization will be assured. If they yield to corrupt 
machine influence and the pressure for spoils, the Democratic 
party will suffer the fate of the Republican party in St. Louis.

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CONTESTED ELECTION LAW. 


An erroneous impression has got abroad that, because the 
Nesbit law contains no provision for contested elections it is 
not possible to institute a contest. 

A correspondcit whose communication appears in another 
column points out that there is an ample remedy provided 
for candidates whose defeat has been procured by unlawful 
means. 

£-stlion 7029 of the Revised Statutes prescribes the mode in 
!'*hich contests shall be initiated and conducted. Nothing is 
‘ia®t to chance and the causes are removed from all partisan 
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“afliuence. In case of wrongdoing the course of procedure is 
plain and explicit. 

The Nesbit law is bad enough. But there are some vices 
which it does not contain.

An Election Contest Law. | 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. | 

In the Ewing-Francis contested election | 
the Supreme. Court very properly decided 
that there was no law providing for a} 
contest for mayor or other municipal of- | 
fice in this state. To cure this defect and) 
supply the omission, the Legislature of | 
1891 enacted a law, full and ample in its) 
provisions, providing for and authorizing | 
contests for city offices. This amended | 
law is found in the revised statutes of 
1899, section 7029, and includes all elective 
municipal officers, from mayor down to 
the most unimportant city office. 

The mode and manner of contesting an 
elective city office are simple. All that 
is required is a notice of twenty days aft- 
er the votes are officially counted, giving 
the grounds of contest, and if there be 
any objections to qualification of voters, 
their names and the objections. This no- 
tice to be served on the contestee by de- 
livering a copy thereof to him in person, 
or by leaving it at his usual place of abode 
or family residence. If he cannot be 
found, or having no place of abode or resi- 
dence, posting a copy in the circuit clerk's 
office is sufficient. The notice must be 
served fifteen days before the term of the 
court in which the election is to be con- 
tested. It was not necessary to refer to_ 
election contests, or make provision for 
them in the Nesbit law, there being a gen- 
eral law on the subject applying to all) 
parts of the state including the city of |
